Report of the Investiga- 
tinar Committee, 


Bccchcr Declared Innocent 


EXCITING SCENE AT PLY- 


MOUTH CHURCH, 


NEW YOBK, August 28.—Tho Ply- 


mouth Church Investigating Commit- 
tee submitted their report to the church 
meeting to-night. 
The repoit begins 


with copies of Beecher's letters to the 
Examining 
Committee, 
asking 
an 


investigation 
and 
nominating 
the 


members of the committee whom he do 
sired appointed. 
Tho committee first 


express regret that uncontrollable cir- 
cumstances made the public discussion 
of this unhappy scandal necessary, bul 
state that they accepted the situation 
as they found it as solemn trust, thai 
profoundly impressed them with the 
grave importance of the work before 
them, 
The committee refers to the let- 


ter of Tilton to Dr. Bacon, making 
charges against Boceher, 
and to ru- 


mors and insinuations 
against Beech- 


er's character which wero afloat, and 
all of which ho desired inquired into 
They say in conducting tho investiga- 
tion they have faithfully endeavored to 
make it thorough and impartial and 
obtain such facts as arc relevant to the 
inquiry from all attainable sources ol 
evidence. 


Francis D. Moulton promised to tes- 


tify fully, but has failed ta do so. lie 
has submitted three short statements in 
writing to the committee, consisting 
chiefly of the reason why ho doolinec 
to testify and of promises to testify al 
the call of the committee 
The com- 


mittee have called him three times with 
the results stated 


The committee call attention to the 


fact that tho letter of Tilton, on which 
the investigation was based, chargec 
no definite offense, but only made 
vague allusion to an offense of some kinc 
said to have been committed by Mr, 
Boecher against Mr. Tilton, and for 
which he was apologized, therefore the 
question before tlio committee, was, 
what offense, ii any, Bccchcr had com- 
mitted against Tilton. 
The committee 


then iccitc the fact of Tilton's appear- 
ing before tho committee, and definitely 
stating the charge alluded to iu Dr 
Bacon's letter, as that of adultery with 
Mrs. Tilton at various times and places 
during 1808 to 1870. 


The committee quote from legal au- 


thority to show the nature of evidence 
necessaiy to prove tho charge of adul- 
tery and show that not a particle of evi- 
dence, such as tho law requires, has 
been produced by the accusers of Mr. 
Bccchcr, aud that no suspicious circum- 
stances even were proved. 


In reference to Mis. Tilton's course, 


the committee say it is not for them to 
defend it 
Her conduct, on any theory 


of human responsibility is indefensible. 
They however show that she was great- 
ly under tho influence of her husband, 
to such an extent, indeed, as to make 
her hardly responsible at times for what 
she did. 
The committee then refer to 


the charges that Beechor paid 12,000 
to get tho yr), Bessie Tuiner, out ol 
the way, and declare it too absurd for 
belief, as there wero too many people to 
whom Tilton had peddled the story ol 
his wife's alleged criminality with 
Beecher to make it possible for the lat- 
ter to got rid of all of them. 


Having concluded the rcvn w of the 


testimony, the committee compjre the 
life and character of the accusei and 
accused, and conclude—

We find fiorn the evidence that 


Rev. Henry Ward Beecher did not 
commit adultery with Mis. Eli/.abeth 
R Tilton, eitUer jt the time, times or 
at the place or places set forth in the 
third 
and fourth subdivisions ol Mr

time or pi ice, whitovcr. 


2d. 
We find from the eudcuce that 


Mr. Bceclicr has never committed any 
unchaste or improper act with|Mr. Til- 
ton nor made any unchaste or improper 
remark, proffer or solicitation to her of 
any kind or description whatever.

rors of judgment 
on the part |of 


Mr. Bceehcr, it would be easy to 
criticise, especially in the light of re 
eont events, in such criticism, even to 
the extent of regrets and censure, we 
aro sure no man would join more S'n- 
ctrcly than Mr. Beecher hin'self.

We find nothing in the evi- 


dence that should impair tho perfect 
confid.uco of Plymouth Church or the

The report is si n>] by all of tbe 


Jommittce. The church was densely 
)acked, probably over three thousand 
)ersons being present, nnd many were 
inable to obtain admittance. 
After 


ihe reading of tho report, it wa= adopted 
with a unanimous shout, and a scene of 
he greatest enthusiasm followed. Moul- 
on was present during the speech of 
Mr. Raymond, who was called, upon, 


and who spoke of Moulton as having 
tried to poison the micds of men against 
Mr. Beecher. The "Mutual Friend" 
rose to his feet and shoufcoJ excitedly,

At the close of tho meeting tho dox-
